—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World,]—Two men, whose real names the 
London police say are William Turner and 
William Roberts Dunlap, were arraigned 
in the Marlborough Street Police Court this 
afternoon charged with the illegal posses- 
sion of a quantity of jewelry. 

Only a brief statement was made in court, 
and the prisoners were remanded into the 
custody of the police for a week. 

No evening paper makes any mentfon of 
the case. 

The World correspondent is informed the 
two men are undoubtedly either the actual 
burglars or accomplices of the burglars who 
robbed I, Townsend Burden’s house in New 
York City some months ago. 

They were arrested this morning loitering 
before the windows of various jewelry shops 
in Bond street, but it appears the arrests 
were really arranged beforehand on informa- 


tion received by Scotland Yard from New 


York. * 

The arrests were made by Inspectors Hare 
and Forrest and Sergts. Alien and Shaddock. 
The men made no resistance. 

On arrival at the Vine Street Station the 
men were searched, and twenty-eight un- 
set diamonds, valued at £3,000 ($15,000), 
were found in their pockets. They refused 
to give any explanation. | 

The police knew they lived in lodgings in 
Sheperd’s Market, near Whitehorse street, 
Mayfair, and not far from Piccadilly. There 
the police found jewelry to the value, as they 
say, of £40,000 ($200,000), together with the 
settings of diamonds found upon them when 
arrested. The other jewelry was sewn upin 
belts and in the linings of their clothes. 

One gold piece with the name T. Bur- 
den“ engrayed en it was found also. 

The police say the jewelry corresponds to 
the description of that stolen from Mrs. 
Burden, and they think all that was missing 
has been recovered. 

The police are most reticent about the 
case. The arrested men, while making no 
resistance when everhauled, seemed greatly 
| frightened. They have refused to make any 
statement. 

One is about six feet tall, the other about 
five feet nine inches. 

New York, April 16.—[Special.}—The 
theft of the Burden jewels is one of the most 
inexplicable mysteries as well as one of the 
most daring crimes in the annals of New 
York police history. 

I. Townsend Burden's residence is at No. 
5 Hast Twenty-sixth street, fronting on 
Madison Square. On the night of Dec. 27 
Mr. and Mrs. Burden went to the opera, 
leaving at home their son, a college youth. 

When Mr. and Mrs/Burden returned home 
their sleeping apartments had been ran- 
sacked. A combination safe in Mrs. Bur- 
den’s room had been unlocked and about 
$60,000 worth of jewels taken. Another 
safe in Mr. Burden’s room had also been 
rifled and $1,000 worth of jewels removed,

York World.]—Alberto J. Diaz, a missionary 
of the Southern Baptist Church of the 
United States, was arrested today and taken 
to police headquarters. 

His residence was thoroughly searched. 

As the prisoner is ‘“ incommunicato,” 
there is nothing to be said concerning the 
nature of his offense. I learn that nothing 
of an incriminating nature was found in his 
residence. 

Consul-General Williams promptly made 
inquiries, 

Diaz is a native Creole. He has been act- 
ing\as a missionary for a number of years 
in charge of the Gethsemane Church and 
has been frequently in trouble with the at- 
thorities. 

He called on the Consul-General of the 
United States Feb. 12, 1885, and requested 
him to write a letter to the Captain-General 
and inform him that he (Diaz) was super- 
vising Bishop of the Baptist Church in 
Cuba. He had a controversy with the Ro- 
man Catholic Bishop of Havana because the 


latter prevented Diaz from using property 


belonging to the diocese. 

Diaz is also engaged in the undertaking 
business. 

He is a naturalized citizen of the United 
States, and has been a pronounced oppo- 
nent of the govérnment, talking rebellion 
openly.

THE. REY. MR. RONDTHALER ACCEPTS. 


Indianapolis Minister Concludes to 
Come to the Fullerton Ave- 
nue Church, Chicago. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 16.—(Special.)— 
The Rev. J. A. Ronthaler, who received 
a call some time ago from the Fullerton Av- 

enue Presbyterian Church, Chicago, will 
go to the Chicago church after this month. 
Dr. Ronthaler announced the fact to the 
Tabernacle Church congregation at its gen- 
eral business meeting tonight. Dr. Ron- 
thaler’s resignation came like a bombshell, 
as the congregation, after talking him out 
of the notion of deserting them some time 
ago, had believed the matter was settled for 
good. There was a large representation of 
members and officers at the meeting to- 
night, and after Dr. Ronthaler read his let- 
ter of resignation, giving his reasons for 
desiring the change, there was a chorus 
of protests immediately. The women be- 
gan to cry, and a crowd of Dr. Ronthaler's 
old friends gathered around him and em- 
braced him, pleading that he reconsider his 
determination. The discussion lasted near- 
ly two hours, but the pastor remained firm, 
and finally his resignation was accepted. 
It is to take effect April 30, and the pres- 
bytery, which meets here next week, will 
officially transfer Dr. Ronthaler to the Ful- 
lerton Avenue Church. The only discord 
that has ever arisen in the church during 
Dr. Ronthaler’s pastorate of nearly twelve 
years was on account of him riding a bi- 
cycle, which was objected to by the older 
and more conservative members of the Tab- 
ernacle congregation. The Board of Trust- 
eés, however, has stood by the minister, 
and declared tonight that no trouble existed. 
In his speech Dr. Ronthaler intimated that 
he was hampered in speech and action, and 
also that the death of his wife several 
months ago made his continuance here bit- 
ter in haunting recollections of what she 
had always been to him in his work.

TESLA SEES THROUGH FLESH AND BONE. 


Able to See Moving Piate Behind 
Three Men and Piainly Visible 
Through Solid Substances. 


New York, April 16.—{Special.}—Nicola 
Tesla has finally accomplished successfully 
with Roentgen rays what other scientists 
have not yet succeeded in dding, although 
the field is not entirely new. He has looked 
through the trunk of the human body. He 
has even gone further and has seen through 
the bodies of three of his assistants stand- 
ing in a row. 

Edison believed he had solved this prob- 
lem when he discovered the fluorescent 
screen. 

In this he used tungstate of calcium, which 
he believed to be six times more fluorescent 
than the platino-bario-cyanide which Roent- 
gen and most of his successors used. 

Tesla, on the contrary, has persevered in 
using the platino-bario-cyanide for his fluor- 
escent screen after testing almost every 
known substance and some few that were 
not recognized previously. Where other ex- 
perimenters have used voltage reckoned in 
thousands or even hundreds of thousands 
Tesla has used millions. 

His great object was to sécure vast power 
in the vacuum tubes, and at last he has suc- 
ceeded. ‘ 

The skeleton of one of his assistants who 
stood at a distance of five or six feet from 
the tube which was giving off the rays was 
seen plainly. 

But that was not all. 

Tesla has finally perfected the X-ray tube 
to such an extent that he saw completely 
through skeleton as well as flesh. One of 
his assistants held a brass plate in front of 
his chest, moving it up and down. The X 
ray had penetrated the body and through 
the fluorescent screen Tesla could distinct- 
ly see the brass plate as it moved.

Letter Received from Henry K. Ca- 
velle of Straw Hatl Fame. 
Crown Point, Ind., April 16.—[Special.}— 
Artist Warren H. Hayward of this city re- 
ceived a twenty-page letter from Harry K.

C. Kimball, who so successfully furnished 
“ straw bail to Postoffice Inspector Stuart

Preceding the reading of the annual re- 
ports of the Secretary and President some 
routine business was ‘transacted, the most 
important being the report of the special 
committee appointed to confer with the 
striking cutters and clothing manufacturers. 
President Baker, as Chairman of the com- 
mittee, reported that despite its most earn- 
est efforts the committee had been unable 
to accomplish anything. 

Following the election of officers a resolu- 
tion offered by J. J. McGrath was adopted

Aseptolin Proves Successful with 
Three Convicts in the Western 
Penitentiary of Pennsylvania. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 16.—[Special.]—Tests 
of Dr. Cyrus Edson’s remedy for consump- 
tion, aseptolin, have been made on three 
convicts at the Western Penitentiary with 
results highly satisfactory to the operator 
and subjects. . 

The tests were made by prison physician 
D. N. Rankin, his subjects being John H. 
Caler, serving a term of nine years for 
forgery; John Couts, serving twelve years 
for murder; and Charles Reynolds, a mu- 
latto, : 

These men have been under treatment 
three months and apparently have been re- 
stored to health. Previous to Dr. Edson’s 
announcement of his discovery they were 
looked upon and considered themselves as 
hopeless victims of the disease, beyond the 
reach of ordinary treatment. 

Aseptolin was administered as directed by 
Dr. Edson. No new discoveries have been 


made, but a careful record has been kept of 


the condition of the patients and the value 
of aseptolin proven, it is believed. 

John H. Caler had wasted away from a 
powerful man of 165 pounds to 134 pounds, 
He almost constantly had * los- 
ing large quantities of blood, and had ar- 
rived at that point where death was prefer - 
able to life. 

As the treatment progressed the hent- 
orrhages ceased, he began to gain fiesh, his 
cough disappeared, and his whole condition 
underwent achange. His face is taking ona 
healthy color and he is possessed of a good 
amount of energy. While it is not pre- 
tended his wasted lungs have been restored, 
what remains of them has been so much 
benefited by the treatment that Caler 
breathes easily and without wheezing. He 
can stand up well against a blow on the 
chest now, while three months ago he could 
not stand concussion af all. Dr. Rankin 
says Caler’s remaining lung fissue is 
healthy. The record in Caler’s case shows 
the man’s temperature at the time of be- 
ginning treatment fluctuated from 97 to 104 
degrees. Now it is practically normal all 
the time: The same improvement is noted 
as to his pulse movement. ae 

Reynolds’ case is similar to Caler’s. He 
declares he is well now and the physician 
thinks the progress of the disease has been 
effectually arrested. 

Couts has not done as well as the others. 
He was improving steadily until ten days 
ago, when he contracted a cold which de- 
veloped into pleurisy on the left side and he 
was confined to his bed. Still Dr. Rankin 
says the aseptolin treatment is curing Couts 
of the consumption. 

All of the men take treatment every day. 
Each receives 150 minims of aseptolin as an 
injection and a throat spray of iodoform and 
ether. This will be kept up for some time 
and when it is discontinued the men will be 
carefully watched and their condition noted 
As other convicts develop the disease they 
will be subjected to the Edson treatment. 

An effort is being made to secure a pardon 
for Caler. If he is freed he will still be under 
surveillancé of the physicians, for they wish 
to note any change that the securing of 
liberty will make in this case. It is the 
opinion of Dr. Rankin that if the treatment 
is efficacious in the prison it ought to be 
even more so to a consumptive at liberty.

“Tt has investigated all known methods 
of final disposition of garbage in this coun- 
try and Europe, and, as a result, is endeav- 
oning to secure cremation by the city. It 
has organized a sanitary inspection service, 
one branch of which is devoted entirely to 
watching garbage contractors. This depart- 
ment has also investigated bakeries, fruit 
stands, the milk, ice, and water supplies of 
the city, and all manner of things which af- 
fect the health and cleanliness of the people. 

In pursuance of a resolution adopted at 
a mass-meeting called by the Civic Federa- 
tion at Central Music Hall its Municipal 
committee prevailed upon the Mayor and 
Commissioner of Public Works to refuse the 
Ogden Gas and Metropolitan Electric Light 
companies’ permits under these franchises, 
alleging them to have been illegally passed 
through the City Council. 

“Tt has secured, through the Civil Service 
Commission, the abolition of age limit, 
which, at one time threatened the destruc- 
tion of the civil service law. It has investi- 
gated pay-rolls of collectors and it has raised 
its voice in protest against the letting of 
public franchises by the City Council with- 
out proper compensation to the city.

| WEMOCRATIO MISSOURI FREE SILVER 
. CONVENTI 


‘ ON. 

The Democrats are just beginning to hold 
their State conventions, and the first ones 
to be heard from are for Western States, 
where free silverism is rampant. With the 
Republicans it was the other way. The 
sound money States spoke out first. 

Last week five-eighths of the delegates 
to the Oregon Democratic convention de- 
clared that they were in fa vor of the un- 
limited coinage of silver dollars at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 (50 cents in value) without 
waiting for the aid of any foreign nation.“ 
On Tuesday the Washingtos,-.Célorado, 
and Missouri Democratic conventions took 
the same rotten money ground, and one of 
the Colorado delegates to the National con- 
vention announced that if silver was not 
recognized he should withdraw from it. 

In the Washington convention, as in the 
Oregon one, there was a strong sound money 
minority, which made a good though un- 
successful fight. But in the Missouri con- 


money men. ansas City sent none. 
Nearly all the St. Louis delegates were for 
free coinage of dollars worth 50, cents 
each. The unanimity of sentiment wus 
general. So there was no difficulty about 
selecting thirty-four freé silver, 16 to 1, 
cheap money delegates. To make sure that 
no one of them would change front and vote 
to keep the present 400 millions of silver 
dollars up to 100 cents in value the delega- 
tion was specifically instructed to vote as.a 
unit on all questions and to cast their votes 
for Presidential and Vice-Presidential 
candidates who favored immediate free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Of these thirty-four delegates who are 
bound to vote for 50-cent dollars six are 
supposed to represent the large commercial 
‘and manufacturing cities of St. Louis and 
ansas City, whose industries would be 
prostrated by the panic which would follow 
the slump of the currency by free coinage 
and whose merchants would be ruined by 
the confiscation of half their credits and 
deposits in the banks. 

There is nothing new or true in the Mis- 
souri Democratic platform, It repeats 
the constant falsehood of the rotten money 
speeches of their Senators, Vest and Cock- 
rell, asserting that free coinage is “ bi- 
metallism.” The latter is the use for mone- 
tary purposes of two metals of different 
bullion values at kuch a ratio as shall rep- 
resent their exact proportionate values, so 
that coins of the same denomination made 
of them may circulate together, interchange 
freely, and the bullion in each sell forthe 
same amouut of goods and labor. 

That was “ bimetallism” as Jefferson, 
and Hamilton, and Washington understood 
it 100 years ago and as Benton and the 
other Democrats of Jackson’s day under- 
stood it. Those statesmen sought to make 
the silver dollar worth intrinsically exactly 
as much as the gold dollar. They did not 
quite succeed, but they tried and came near 
succeeding. 1 

Bourbon Democrats like Bland and Vest 
want free coinage of silver when it would in- 
volve saying 51 cents’ worth of silver is 100 
cents’ worth of gold, which is not bimetal- 
lism at all. The Democrats of ‘Jefferson's 
and Jackson's days would have been horri- 
fied by such a proposition when they were 
trying to establish a double standard cur- 
rency. ‘They would have denounced as 
scoundrelism such a proposition if made 
when a currency had long been established 
on the basis of 100 cents to a dollar, and 
free coinage would cut that dollar down 
one-half. 

These Missouri politicians repeat also

ers. They are for 16 to 1 at a time when 
honesty demands 32 to 1 to make a parity 
under free coinage. — | 


INVESTIGATING RAILROAD DISCRIMINA- 
It is stated that when the United States 


will be asked to tell under oath what they 


‘know of discriminations in freight rates in 
favor of large shippers and against the 
smaller shippers and general public. That 
such discriminations have been and are 
made, especially in cattle and grain ship- 
ments, is generally believed. The wit- 
nesses who have been subpcenaed ate able 
to supply the necessary evidence. They can 
be forced to testify at all events under the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Brown case. ae 

A representative of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission has been in Chicago for 
some time quietly collecting evidence 
against big cattle shippers and others who 
have been enjoying the illegal advantage of 
cut rates. Although the recent pooling 
agreement of the Eastern roads was made 
ostensibly for the purpose of putting a stop 
to those pra etices, there is reason to believe 
that they continue and that favored ship- 
pers still get their rebates, Some evidence 
has already been obtained. 

When the officials of the ten big East- 

ern roads are brought before the grand 
jury, and are compelled to produce their 
books and tell what they know, the District- 
Attorney will become possessed of some ex- 
ceedingly interesting information, on which 
he can base indictments which will stick. 
Some of the forty subpcenaed , witnesses 
may not know anything, but there will be 
some who will know a great deal—if they 
divulge it. * 
There must be some convicted before the 
law is respected by the agents of the roads 
and the shippers that have been violating 
it. When they see somebody found guilty 
by ajury and sentenced by a Judge they will 
feel that the law must be obeyed there- 
after or they will suffer disagreeable con- 
sequences. a 


REPUBLICAN SOUND MONEY STATE CON- 
- VENTIONS. — 

Wednesday the Missouri Democrats 
adopted unauimously a rotten money plat- 
form. Yesterday the Republicans of Ken- 
tucky responded after this fashion: 

We are opposed to the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver, believing that it would involve the 
country in financial ruin. The gold dollar is the 
beet dollar and least liable to fluctuations, and for 
these reascns, and in order to conform our standard 
to that of other great commercial nations, we favor 
it as the standard money of the United States, and 
the maintaining on a parity with it every othen 
dollar, whether of silver or paper 

There is as much difference between Ken- 
tucky Republicanism and Missouri De- 
mocracy as there is between light and 
darkness. The formér stands for national 
and private honesty. The latter stands for 
dishonor and embezzlement. 

Wednesday the Washington Democrats 
adopted a free coinage plank. On the same 
day the North Dakota Republicans adopted 
the following one: 

The Republicans of North Dakota are unyield- 
ing in their demand for honest money. We are un- 
alterably opposed to any scheme that will give to 
the country a depreciated or base currency. We 
favor the use of silver as currency, but to the ex- 
tent only and under such restrictions that its par- 
ity with gold can be maintained. We are there- 
fore opposed to the free and unl,mited coinage of 
silver until it can be arranged by international 
agreement. 

The free gilverites were iming a little 
while ago that they would Sweep the Da- 
kotas. They were beaten badly in each of 
them. 

Wednesday the Nebraska Republicans 
held their State convention and adopted a 
platform in which they say they beliere 
the national convention will declare 
against the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver.” 

These are Republican utterances from 
the West and the South. Compare them 
with what the Democrats of those sections 
have to say. One party is sound, the other 
rotten, on the great currency question. 


PROF. ROENTGEN MISINFORMED. 
Prof. Roentgen in Gepmany has been de- 
ceived by the cable reports into believing 
Prof. Pratt in Chicago had succeeded in 
killing certain bacilli of disease by the use 
of the Xray. This is nota fact. All that 
Prof. Pratt did, as first reported, was to 
send an X ray through a vial of cultured 
bacilli for a certain time. He told a re- 


porter for Tun Trisune he was not cer- | 


tain whether he had killed any of them or 
whether all might not revive. This was the 
general purport of all the statements he 
gave out. They reached Europe, however, 
greatly amplified and caused English 
scientists ta try similar experiments. The 
result) there were more conclusive, and the 
bacilli, instead of being killed by the X ray, 
appeared to thrive on it. Prof. Roentgen 
also is to test the effect of the ray on bacilli. 
In expressing his satisfaction over the 
falsely reported success of Prof. Pratt he 
says he fully expected to be able to kill 
bacilli when he perfected his invention. 
Now that these various experiments have 
proved to be failures Prof. Roentgen will 
be able still to seek a goal that has not been 
previously reached. r 


“PLAY BALL!” 

The national game is on again for anether 
year. The “ rooter” is in his accustomed 
place, the hated rival is in the field, the um- 
pire has called “ play,” and in the eyes of 
Chicago Anson is at the bat. Asa matter 
of fact, Anson is not to be at the bat, nor 
will he be seen cavorting at “ first” if he 
sticks to his present resolution. But the 
venerable Captain has grown accustomed to 
making this spring announcement that he 
would retire from the field, and it has be- 
come as regular as his celebrated prophecy 
that “the Colts will win the pennant.”

“the lines” can carry the baseball spirit 
that no age can wither. Nothing less than 
a most pernicious activity can be en-

The Senator was specially in earnest be- 
cause he represents a State whose cities on 
the Pacific and on Puget Sound—Seattle as 


qne—would be utterly at the mercy of any 


hostile fleet armed with modern guns. 

The Senator stated—and he kept within 
bounds in his fignres—that “ a large amount 
of destructible property, estimated at not 
less than 10,000 millions of dollars in value, 
is exposed to attack, or at least to heavy as- 
sessment for the purpose of securing im- 
munity from destruction.” This estimate 
does not include combustible property in 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, Cleveland, 
Duluth, Buffalo, and other lake cities 
which would be menaced in case of a 
war with Great Britain. In New York, 
y City alone property 
worth 4,000 millions is subject to ransom or 
to destruction for lack of coast defenses. 

And yet,” said the Senator, while such 
is the perilous condition of affairs Con- 
gressmen are making fiery speeches to en- 
force the Monroe doctrine and demanding 
that the United States intervene on behalf 
of Venezuela or Cuba, even though that 
intervention should lead to a war for which 
they must know the country is utterly un- 
prepared, at least with Britain. The peo- 
ple ought to know that Senator Squire told 
the naked truth when he said: 


Bvery man who has informed himself on the 
subject of national defenses knows that as a 
Nation we are not in condition to undertake war 


or suffer war. We can talk loud and long, and 


profess sympathy, pass resolutions, and make be- 
lieve to ourselves that we are actually taking a 
hand in the diplomatic affairs and international 
questions of great moment, but those who are not 
self-deceived by egotistical glamour and who 
know the facts are perfectly aware of the painful 
truth, that this demonstration is mere talk and 
bluster and vapid sentiment, or at most it is a 
sympathy that is easily satisfied with merely 
verbal expressions. 

It is the business of the United States 


just now to keep out of conflicts with strong 


naval powers, no matter how just our cause 
of resistance. As a choice of evils we are 
under the necessity of submitting to wrong 
and oppression. The first and highest duty 
of this Nation is to put itself in a condition 
where no foreign power can successfully 
assault it or lay its cities in ashes or under 
contribution. 

Senator Squire says correctly that the 
‘coast cities are not to be defended by war- 
ships. Thenavy is mainly for aggression, not 
for defense of ports. To build a navy power- 
ful enough to defend the seaboard cities ef- 
fectirely would cost hundreds of millions of 
dollars. A million invested in forts and 
high-power guns will yield better results 
than five millions spent on war vessels. 
The cost of maintenance of warships is ten- 
fold greater than for forts—and in times of 
peace fifty times as much. 

The Senator also called attention to the 
fact that England, in spite of her immense 
navy, has not neglected her seacoast de- 
fenses either at home or in the colonies, 
and argued that this government should 
pursue the same policy; and that Congress 
should adopt the pending bill appropriating 
80 millions for coast defenses, thus protect- 
ing at comparatively small cost billions of 
dollars’ worth of public and private prop- 
erty. Said he: 


Fabulous wealth lies at the merey of a free-* 


booting enemy. if such shall at any time elude our 
small and scattered navy. Our foreign commerce 
and our coasting trade are alike without harbors 
of refuge behind land defenses. Our great dry- 
docks and ship- building yards, our arms, factories, 
and powder mills near the coast are subject to 
easy destruction and our own navy is without pro- 
tected bases for receiving supplies and for effect- 
ing the repairs that are constantly required. And 
yet we plume ourselves on our diplomacy. 

The 80 million fortification bill should 
pass the Senate as the appropriation for 
fortifications next year passed the House, 


and that was unanimously. 


MORE TIME FOR THE COLUMBIAN COM- 
MISSION. 

The World's Columbian Commission de- 
sires two years more in which to prepare 
its final report. It has filed a memorial to 
this effect in Congress. This request should 
be granted by all means unless it should be 
found that the commission needed four 
years more, in which event it should be 
four years.. It might be better even for 
Congress to insist on four years, and thus 
grant what the commission may be too 
modest to ask. There has been too much 
haste @bout this World’s Fair business. 
The public has shown a disposition to rush 
the officials in the great work of winding 
up the details. It took two years to build 
the White City from start to finish, and 
surely six years is not too much to ask for 
the preparation of a final report. What is 
building a fair to the task of writing a re- 
port about it? And then how appropriate 
it would be to have this final report, tho 
very last report, come out simultaneously 
with the medals! This would be the crown- 
ing glory of the Fair indeed, and it should 
not be jeopardized by any mere question of 
years. Give the commission all the years 
it needs, even if it encroaches on the next 
century, for a final report of this character 
and by such a commission is a distinction 
that seldom comes toa city, even Chicago.

„honest dollar because it is what it pre- 
tends to be. It is the same at all times and 
in all places. It is the civilized world’s dol- 
lar, which this country has had for a cent- 
ury. During all of that time it has done its 
work honestly and well. Nobody ever was 
cheated by it. Furthermore, all existing 
debts were contracted on the gold dollar 
basis of a full 100 cents value, and a forced 
settlement of them in dollars which had but 
half that purchasing power would be a dis- 
honest act made in a dishonest dollar in 
time of peace, perpetrated with the aid of 
the government for a dishonest purpose. 

3. Silver has not been “destroyed as 
money of ultimate redemption.” A hun- 
dred times more silver is in this country 
used in ultimate redemption than before 
the alleged crime of 1878. The gold dollar 
does not buy twice as much as it did before 
Germany adopted the gold standard. It 
buys twice as much silver bullion, but it 
buys less human labor per day, week, or 
year, and that is the true standard. Where 
it does buy more of certain agricultural and 
manufactured product it is because of in- 
creased production by reason of invention 
and improved michinery, cheaper trans- 
portation, and excess of supply for the de- 
mand of the particular commodity. 

4. Silver is demonetized, and so it can- 
not be “ remonetized.” Free coinage of sil- 
ver would double nominal prices. So, too, 
would the halving of the gold dollar; calling 
dimes dollars would make nominal prices 
in this country ten times what they are, but 
actual values would remain unchanged, 
just as would be values with silver mono- 
metallism of dollars worth 50-cents each.

CLAIMS TO. BE JOHN G. RIPPERGER. 


Hartindort Asserts He Is Himself the 
, Missing Millionaire. 


Denying all confessions that he is said to 
have made previously, George H. Hartin- 
dort has declared he is John G. Ripperger, 
the missing supposed millionaire, and that 
his arrest on a charge of practically per- 
sonating that man with an intent to defraud 
Mrs. Margaretha Schneider of Schneeberg, 
Bavaria, Germany, the heir-at-law of Rip- 
perger, was simply a scheme to defraud him 
of his estates. Further, he says he is able to 
prove his claim, and has money enough be- 
hind him “ to get the estates which he right- 
fully owns.“ 

In addition to this he said yesterday he 
was determined to press his claim to the full 
extent of both the American and German 
courts, thereby threatening to start a suit 
which, as the other side is just as deter- 
mined, promises to become almost as fa- 
mous as the Tichborne case in England.

In both cases 
the detectives made tive statements, 
claiming they had ence to support the 
fact. In -eddition Hartindorf’s claim pre- 
sents many peculiar points in favor of his 
story, and every effort has been ordered 
made by the New York agents of the foreign 
heirs to clear the matter up.

Gas Fixtures.

loop for the various trains run. 

The Lake Street and the Northwestern do 
not care to run south of Mddison street, 
and the Metropolitan and the Alley “L” 
do not care to carry passengers further 
north than Madison. There would be saved 
by the Lake Street and the Northwestern a 
haul of eight blocks for each train run and 
by the Alley L and the Metropolitan 
there would be saved six blocks on each 
train run. Each loop would have to accom- 
modate only two roads, and the danger of a 
congsetion of traffic, which would cause a 
delay to trains, would be largely overcome. 


Plan to Overcome Objections, 


The promoters of the Union Loop think 
they can overcome the objections of prop- 
erty-owners on East Madison street in ex- 
actly the same manner they have overcome 
the objections of the property-owners on 
East Van Buren street. If the getting of 
consents from property-owners is found to 
be comparatively easy the line will be built 
only from Wabash avenue to Market street. 
If, however, the objections should be so 
strong to the road that it should be found 
impossible to get the signatures of the own- 
ers of a majority of frontage between Wa- 
bash avenue and Market street, then the 
company will build under the charter of the 
Union Consolidated Elevated railroad com- 
pany, Which permits the company to build 
as far west as Halsted. The Lake street 
elevated will build a single track structure 
south on Desplaines street from Lake street 
to Madison street and east on Madison to a 
connection with the loop. 5

To Avoid Delays.

to Madison and across Madison street, in- 
coming trains would be run in over that 
line, running across on Madison to Wabash, 
around the north half of the double loop and 
west on Lake street. 

At the time of the filing of the letters of 
incorporation of the Union Consolidated 
railroad, which was to build the south line 
on Van Buren street, Mr. Louderback said 
if it was found impossible to secure the nec- 
essary frontage on Van Buren the line would 
be built on some east and west street north 
of Van Buren. Madison street was the 
thoroughfare he had in mind in speaking of 
this. He said property-owners on this other 
street had offered to secure the consents 
necessary at their own expense. 


Cost of Construction. 


The cost 6f building the line would be com- 
paratively in considerable. Unless it was 
found necessary to build as far west as Des- 
plaines there would be only the expense of 
a two-track structure on Madison from 
Wabash avenue to Fifth avenue, and a 
single-track structure from Fifth avenue 
to Market street. The length of the double- 
track structure would be only five blocks 
and the single track two blocks. The en- 
tire line would be only half a mile in length, 
and the cost of the elevated structure, not 
including frontage signatures, would be less 
than $500,000, according to the estimates of 
the engineers of the company. 

Running of Trains. 


In securing the consent of owners of 
property on Wabash avenue, Lake street, 
Fifth avenue, and Van Buren street the pro- 
moters of /the loop agreed the loop should 
be used by all four of the elevated roads. 
In order that this promise may be kept it is 
the intention to run trains on each road 
around the entire loop at intervals of fifteen 
minutes. 

It there should be a demand for trains to 
run oftener they could be divided so that one 
train in every three or four would be sent 
around the entire loop while the others 
would be run on the half loop. 

The entire loop will be a double track 
structure, and it will be easy for trains to be 
run in opposite directions. 

Although no general canvass of property- 
owners along Medison street has been made 
to secure frontage signatures, several have 
been aprpoached and have given their ap- 
proval of the plan. These are owners of 
property west of La Salle street, principally 
between the river and Fifth avenue. Oneof 
these men has not only promised to give his 
consent, but says he will use his influence 
toward a consummation of the project. 

The promoters of the Union Loop wished 
to keep the plan a secret until they could 
find out how many of the property-owners 
west of La Salle street could be induced lo 
sign the petition for the road.

MORTON Is sick OF PUBLIC LIFE. 


Says It Is Disastrous—Endeavoring to 
Curtail Expense. 
Washington, D. C., April 16.—[{Special.}— 
„ have had all L want of public life,” said 
Secretary Morton, and after I have finished 
my term as Secretary of Agriculture I will 
be content to drop out and let somebody 
else take my place. Probably if I had lis- 
tened to the advice of my family I would 
have beeg out of politics long before this, 
but there wes a fascination about it I could 


my present capacity. 
“Most undoubtedly the greatest harm 
that could be done to a young mgan or woman 
would be to place either of them in the serv- 
ice of Uncle Sam. Any ambition they may 
have fostered will simply die of inanition 
and they will become mere automatons like 
many other persons in the departments here. 
“In my career in the Agricultural De- 
tment I have seen enough to satisfy me 
that the government pays a great deal more 
than it should for the service performed by 
the employés and my efforts have been de- 
voted to lopping off all the useless extrava- 
gances possible. 
“When I’ took charge there were more 
than 2,400 people on the pay-roll of the Ag- 
ricultural Department, but I. have succeed- 
ed in reducing this number to 2,000, and have 
not impaired the efficiency of the service in 
the slightest perceptible degree. © 
“There seems to be a solution of the diffi- 
culty about government employés, however, 
in the progress made by the Civil Service 
committee, but there are matters which even 
that commission cannot straighten ost. 
“Take the case of chief clerks and pri- 
vate secretaries to Cabinet Ministers as an il- 
lustration. Each of these positions should 
be filled by persons who are close to the Sec- 
retary in every way, and their places can- 
not be supplied by making a draft on a 
Civil Service or any other commission. 
There has been some talk, too, about put- 
ting higher salaried officials under the pro- 
visions of the Civil Service law, but this is 
also out of the question. 
What is needed, though, is to pay good 
men salaries commensurate with their of- 
fices and not allow them to be tempted away 
from the service of the government by pri- 
vate corporations or institutions. 
Among many instances brought to my 
attention in this respect is the office of the 
ontroller of the Currency.

THROW AWAY MONEY ON HARBORS. 


Useless Expenditure May Result in a 
Veto of New River Bill. 

Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Special.]}— 
While Maj. Marshall and other representa- 
tives of the government have been ques- 
tioning the duty of the National Govern- 
ment to improve the Chicago River and also 
whether the improvements should be made 
at all, there have been scores of other cases 
where a much larger sum of money is pro- 
posed to be expended with scarcely a sus- 
picion of utility. ‘ 

The last river and harbor act provided 
the sum of $5,000 for the survey of the Dis- 
mal Swamp Canal, connecting Norfolk and 
Albemarle Sound, with a view to obtaining 
a depth of nine feet and the necessary width 
of a ship canal. 

The report of the engineer, with ‘exten- 
sive profiles and maps, has just been print- 
ed for the use of the Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors. 

The survey shows a singular state of at- 
fairs, that for about $1,711,380 a navigable 
channel for boats of ten feet draft can 
4 8888 from Norfolk, Va., to Newbern. 

The report of Capt. Casey, the engineer 
in charge, shows that the canal runs 
through such a spongy country that the

They point out that Chica- 
go’s vaunted public park and boulevard sys- 
tem will have to hide its head in shame if 
there is no connection between the several 
districts.

Commissioner Hodgkins’ Idea. 


Of the South Park Commissioners only 
one could be found last night—Jefferson 
Hodgkins—and he was unequivocally in fa- 
vor of the scheme as promulgated.

TO SWECGP DOWN-TOWN STREETS. 


Schendorft 4 Busse Will Probably Be 
Awarded the Contract. 
Chicago's down-town streets are to be 
swept six nights a week and cleaned by hand 
three times daily during the coming year for 
nearly the same price paid last year and for 
years before for having them swept three 


times a week. 

The expected improvement seems to bea 
result of the efforts of the manufacturers of 
two kinds of street-cleaning machines to in- 
troduce their goods on the Chicago market. 
The machines have been tested by the city 
street cleaning department for several 
weeks, and Henry Schendortf is the success- 


ful bidder. 

Associated with Mr. Schendorf is Fred 
Busse, and Mayor Swift said last night the 
contracts for cleaning the district from the 
river to Harrison street and from the river 
to the lake would be awarded to Schendorf 
and Busse as soon as he had examined the 
specifications and satisfied himself they were 
all right. 7 

The prices are $8.40 a mile for cleaning 
roadways of streets six nights a week and 
the alleys once a week and removing the de- 
posits; $2.50 a mile for cleaning the streets of 
droppings by hand brooms three times daily. 
This will amount to $10.90 a day for cleaning 
the streets practically four times a day, 
while in previous years Cooper apd Burke got 
$18 a mile for cleaning the streets every 
other night. 

In letting the contract without referring 
the bids to the Council, as called for by order 
of Ald. Campbell, Mayor Swift may incur 
the displeasure of that member. Ald. Camp- 
bell has taken a lively interest in the ma- 
chine brought to Chicago by a Dayton com- 
pany, and wanted to have the city do its own 
sweeping and buy some of those machines to 
do it with. Disappointed rival bidders claim 
that the work particularly called for by the 
three sweepings done through the day could 
not be done for the price set, and that there 
must be some understanding that the city 
officials would be easy on the contractors. 

The Civil Service Commission has won its 
fight to change the system of inspection on 
street work so that instead of twenty-three 
different kinds of inspectors there will be 
only seven. The point is that under civil 


service rules an appointee shall be qualified 


to inspect everything connected with the 
paving of a street. Hereafter all inspectors 
will have to pass the civil service examina- 
tion.

' gloner Kent and Supt. Rhode. 

While Moyor Swift, Commissioner Kent, 
and Supt. Rhode were in secret conference 
yesterday a report circulated through City 
Hall circles that changes might be looked 
for soon in the Public Works Department.

DE GRIMM, THE CARTOONIST, DEAD. 


His Career in Germany, France, and 
| This Country. 

New Tork. April 16.—{Special.}—Baron 
Constantin V. de Grimm, the nist, 
died this afternoon at his home in this city. 
He suffered from pneumonia and a complica- 
tion of kidney diseases. 

Constantin de Grimm was born on Dec. 30, 
1845, in the Winter Palace at St. Peters- 
burg. He attended school in St. Peters- 
burg until 1860, when his father removed to 
Berlin. The son continued his education in 
the Dresden gymnasium and at the College 
Francaise in Berlin. | . 

His work at once gained for him recogni 
tion of his talents. De Grimm entered the 
German army in 1867 as a First Lieutenant 
in the First Guards of Potsdam, the Emper- 
or’s own regiment. He resigned his commis- 
sion in 1878 and became assistant editor of 
the Berlin Kiadderadatsch. A year later he 
assumed the management of Puck, a cele- 
brated humorous publication of Leipsic. 

Subsequently he was Paris correspondent 
for the Graphic, the Pictorial World, and 
Vanity Fair, all of London. He came to 
New York in 1884. During his residence in 
this city be did a great of work 
for the leading papers and magazines. He 
was one of the — known caricaturists in 
the country. 


Egbert E. Walbridge. 

The death of Egbert E. Walbridge yester- 
day morning at No. 206 Claremont avenue 
removes from the ranks of the early settlers 
of Illinois one who was well known and 
highly esteemed throughout the State.

The aged mother of the self-confessed mur- 
derer half arose in her seat and with a shriek 
fell back in a faint. Mrs. Birch, widow of 
the murdered money receiver of the West 
Chicago Street railway company at the 
Armitage avenue barns, buried her face in 
her handkerchief and wept. With a sigh of 
relief, Mannow, still pale, sank into a chair 
assigned him by a court bailiff. 


Vain Pressure Upon Windrath. 


Out in one of the jury rooms strong pres- 
sure was being brought to bear upon Wind- 
rath to get him to also enter a plea of guilty. 
The man’s wife, with her arms around his 
fey sobbed and begged him to enter the 
plea. : 

“IT am as innocent as an angel, and I will 
never plead guilty to anything 17 didn't do, 
even if they kill me,“ declared Windrath. 
Attorney Knight, counsel for Mannow, was 
asked to advise Windrath. Windrath, your 
only hope is in a plea of guilty,”’ said he. 
“ Mannow has pleaded guilty: He will now 
be a witness against you.“ 

Windrath’s eyes snapped at this informa- 
tion and his face grew a shade paler. Then 
he exclaimed with an oath: Julius is a 
fool. He is also a liar andacoward. I'll die 
before I will confess the killing of Birch. I 
did not kill him.“ 

Mannow Tells of His Crime. 


While Windrath’s wife and his aftorney 
were pleading with him to confess, ow, 
after having entered his plea of guilty, was 
telling the story of his crime in Ju Hor- 
ton’s private chamber. He said h 
Windrath, Albert Schlake, and Edward 
Klatt, before the crime, had discussed the 
robbing of street car barns, and in view of 
this had looked over the North Chicago 
Street railway company’s barn at North 
Clark and Division streets. Mannow sug- 
gested the robbery of the Armitage avenue 
barns, being familiar with them. Continu-. 
ing, he said: On the night of the murder 
and robbery Windrath and I went alone. 
We started on Jane street and then went to 
Homer street and Campbell avenue. From 
there we passed on to Rockwell street, then 
north again to Campbell avenue, which is 
just a block from the Armitage avenue 
barns. As we walked toward the barn a 
man drove by. It was not Register Inspec- 
tor Williams, and I want to say now that 
Williams’ story on the witness stand Tues- 
day was false because we were not at the 
point he says he saw us that night. When 
the man passed us Windrath said if we were 
going to do the job we must do it right: 
there was no use of being detected. We 
then went back to the alley side of the barn- 
yards and climbed through one of the sev- 
eral little windows located there. We 
passed through the yards among the cars 
and reached the office and entered. As we 
did so we saw Division Superintendent Phil- 
lips come to the door leading into Birch’s 
room and speak to the latter. We waited, 
and when Phillips went away we entered. 
We both wore masks. 


Murder of Birch. 


Birch was standing at a table counting 
money. In front of him was a revolver. 
Windrath advanced with his revolver, 
aimed at Birch’s head, and in a loud tone 
said: Hold up your hands.’ Birch did not 
look around. He seized his revolver and 
fired two shots in quick succession under his 
left arm. Then he wheeled and fired one 
more facing Windrath. Windrath fired 
four shots as fast as he could pull the trig- 
ger. As he fired the last shot he staggered 
back. I thought he was hit and I fired one 
shot over his shoulder. Birch fell. I 
grabbed the sack of coin. It was too heavy 
to carry and I dropped it. We both grabbed 
all the money we could off the shelf and ran. 
After we got outside Windrath discharged 
the empty shells from his revolver and re- 
loaded the weapon. Those shells were aft- 
erward found. We went to the home of the 
Schmidtka family and there divided the 
money. We had 8388.“ 

This morning Mannow is to be called to 
the witness stand to testify against his late 
companion. 

When court adjourned last evening Mrs. 
Windrath asked Attorney Burres to make 
one more effort to get her husband to plead 
guilty before Mannow goes on the witness 
stand. It is understood that Mr. Burres 
will do so this morning. The plea may now 
be refused on the part of:the prosecution. 


Windrath’s Trial Resumed. 


When the trial of Windrath was resumed 
Alvina Schmidtka was placed on the stand. 
She detailed the coming to her home of 
Windrath and Mannow the morning after 
the murder. She saw the men divide the 
money. 

On cross-examination her testimony cor- 
roborated that of her father and mother. 
She recited an instance of having had money 
changed for Windrath shortly before the 
killing of Birch, and said the police had

INDIANS QUARANTINE WITH RIFLES. 


Have Neo Law, but Accept Judge 
Springer’s Hint with Success. 


Washington, D. C., April 16.—{Special.}— 
According to Judge William M. Springer of 
Illinois the Indian Territory, where he is 
now doing his judicial business, has the 
finest and most effective quarantine regula- 
tions now existing. in the civilized or semi- 
civilized world. 

Some time ago Judge Springer was obliged 
to adjourn court because of an epidemic of 
smallpox. Later on while on the line of 
the Valley railroad a number of the prom- 
ment citizens, almost all of whom are Indi- 
ans, called on him to know whether he 
could help them in devising a system of 
quarantine to keep the country free from 
the smallpox,” which was then raging at 
Fort Smith. '

“they interpreted ‘moral and persuasive 
means in such a way as might be expected 
from the untutored savages, for among the 
arguments they proposed to apply were 
Winchester rifies, and these proved to be 
singularly effective. a . 

‘** When] a’ man coming from Fort Smith 
would get out at some little station up on 
the Valley road intending to stop there he 
would find a committee on the platform,’ 
each one of *which carried a copy of their 
quarantine’ tions, which were noth- 
ing more nor less than a repeating rifle. 

“While the train waited the tourist was 
argued with. He was told that, while under 
ordinary circumstances the society of peo- 
ple from Fort Smith was highly appreciated, 
just at that times the health of the com- 
munity required he should move on. 

“The arguments were always success- 
ful, and there is not a case on record so far 
as I know of anybody attempting to reply 
to the moral and persuasive means with 
which the Indians protected their homes 
and their flresides. 

“I am willing ta stake my reputation on 
the statement that this is the most efficient 
quarantine ever organized in the world, and 
so far the courts have not been called upon 
to assist the citizens in enforcing it.“

He 
objected so strongly to it that he recently 
forced the Board of Directors of the 
Columbia Construction company to -with- 
draw the offer of 40 per cent of stock in the 
Union Loop offered in its name and to offer 
instead the 40 per cent of stock in the name 
of Mr, Yerkes. The notice of the change in 
resolutions has been sent out to Stock- 
holders. 


Change in Board of Directors. 


Eugene E. Prussing, a member of the Board 
of Directors of the Columbia Construction 
company, has announced his intention of re- 
signing from the board, This is the result 
of the Yerkes-Leiter fight. .Mr. Prussing is 
an attorney for the Illinois Trust and Sav- 

Bank, and he was made director of the 
Columbia Construction company to look 
after the interests of those interested in the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank who were 
also in the Columbia Construction com- 
pany. Mr. Leiter is a director of the bank 
and Mr. Prussing represented his interests 
among others in the board. The Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank does a large amount 
of business with the Yerkes companies, and 
it was thought best in the interests of har- 
mony for Mr. Prussing to give up his posi- 
tion as a director of the Columbia Construc- 
tion company, and his resignation will be 
sent in shortly. 

The Columbia Construction eq oy has 
now called for 90 per cent of the last issue 
of $8,000,000 of capital stock of the com- 
pany, less the $400,000 which has not been 
sold. This gives the company a little more 
than $4,000,000, and the expenditures up to 
the present time have more than reached the 
total of money paid in on stock subscrip- 
tions. So-far the company has only one and 
one-half miles of the elevated structure com- 
pleted. It will become necessary shortly for 
the company té secure money either through 
the sale of bonds or through a further issue 
of stock. There is authorized an issue of 
$2,000,000 of bonds, and this full amount was 
issued, but has never been sold. hese 
bonds were deposited as collateral to secure 
a loan made by the Columbia Construction 
company for money with which to carry on 
work on the Northwestern Elevated. It has 
not been determined just the manner in 
which there shall be secured the $2,500,000 
needed after the $5,000,000 from the sale of 
stock is collected. It is probable this money 
will be secured through the sale of bonds. 
The experience of the Columbia Construc- 
tion company in selling stock has not been 
particularly fortunate. The first issue of 
the stock was $2,000,000, and this was all sub- 
scribed for; the second issue of $3,000,000 was 
subscribed for, but a large block set aside 
for the Elkins-Widener syndicate in Phil- 
adelphia was not taken. At the time of the 
issuing of the circular in January there re- 
mained $1,113,500, and of this there has been 
only $900,000 subscribed’ for. Until money 
gets easier the chance of the Columbia Con- 
struction company ‘placing stock does not 
seem to be of the best. 


Exchange Rules Are Amended. 


The Governing committee of the Stock Ex- 
change has made some changes in the rules 
which effect margins in the clearing house. 
Hereafter a 10 per cent deposit will be re- 
quired on all stocks bought in the account 
and where there is a fluctuation in the mar- 
ket price of the security, which will reduce 
the margin of the deposit below 10 per cent, 
either party may call for another deposit 
which will bring the margin up to the full 
10 per cent required. Under the change in 
rules & fluctuation of one-eighth of one point, 
either way, will enable either party to a 
transaction to call for more margins. It has 


been decided to make the annual dues of 


members of the Exchange $40.

ident Lincoln was the subject of an inter- 


esting address last evening before the Unity 
club by Dr. Frank Howe, a newspaper man 
of this city. 

In the course of his remarks Dr. Howe said: 

„I heard the last public speech ever made 
by Mr. Lincoln. It was during the afternoon 
of April 14, 1865, while I was going through 
the White House grounds. A band of music 
was playing in front of the White House. I 
do not know what Mr. Lincoln had been talk- 
ing about, but I well remember his closing 
words. ‘I want to say a word to the band; 
I want them to play Dixie.“ I have always 
liked the tune, and now that we have honest- 
ly conquered it I think our bands ought to 

lay it.

Vancouver, B. C., April.16.—The Mayor of 
Vancouver has received a peculiar letter 
from Toronto, written in the interests of thé 
young women in Toronto and other Eastern 
Canadian cities. In this unique epistle the 
writer states that, according to statistics, 


there is a shortage in the female population 


in the Northwest territories and British Co- 
lumbia amounting to about 40,000, and there 
is in Eastern Canada a corresponding over- 
plus of unmarried wémen. In order to 
equalize matters it is proposed to send young 
women of good health and moral character 
West to be distributed where the demand is 
greatest, and for this purpose it is sought to 
establish a home at Vancouver for the recep- 
tion and distribution of the young women 
for British Columbia.

NO ONE WANTS THE -RAMSHACKLE, 


Government May n awe to Wait for the 
Custom-House to Fall Down. 

Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Special.}]— 
Officials of the Treasury Department are in- 
clined to think the governnient is coming out 
second best in the efforts to dispose of the 
public building at Chicago to Contractor 
, Jobin. Nothing has been heard from him 
either in regard to the work of removal of 
the building or filing his bond, and there 
does not seem to be any chance for compel- 
ling him to live up to his contract beyond the 
forfeiture of his certified check for $500 
which accompanied his proposal. 

An impression obtains in the office of the 
Supervising Architect that the only money 
that will be realized eventually from this old 
building will be from the sale of the heating 
apparatus, for which there is a bid approx- 
imating $9,000. 

From all I can gather on this subject,” 
“it does not 
seem at all likely that either one of the three 
highest bidders is anxious about taking this 
contract and paying for it. Some of the men 
who have been supposed to be interested in 
the matter have been here recently, but they 
did not tell me or any other member of our 
delegation what their plans will be. Now 
that the figures have all been given in all 
probability they are waiting for a readver- 
tisement, and this may settle the matter 
definitely. 

** Numerous inquirfes have been made as 
to the ability of some of the bidders to carry 
out the contract if it is awarded them which 
leads me to believe the government is not 
‘satisfied with the manner in which affairs 
have been carried on hitherto. I am not in- 
formed, however, as to the proposition to 
have an investigation by special agents of 
the Treasury Department.“
